He said he was very glad to 


get out of prison and was grate- 
ful to Kennedy. He said he had 
studied electronics in prison and 
would begin a new life in Japan 
with the help of cousins and 
friends there. Six hours later he 
left his native land forever. 


Born in Calexico, Calif., Ka- 


wakita went to Japan in 1939 to 
study. Convicted in 1948 of eight 
counts of treasonable brutality 
against Allied prisoners, 
Ka- 


wakita was sentenced to death 
and sent to Alcatraz Federal 
Penitentiary. 


Former President Eisenhower 


commuted the sentence to life 
imprisonment, 
and 
Kawakita 


was transferred to McNeil Is- 
land. 


He lost his Japanese citi/.en- 


ship when Japan disclaimed 
him after the war. He lost his 
United States citizenship follow- 
ing his conviction as a traitor.

Cold Wave 
Shoulders 
Into State

A cold wave shouldered its 


way into Arkansas today, nudg- 
ing rain clouds temporarily out 
of the way and dropping tem- 
peratures to below freezing in 
most sections of the state. 


But a freezing drizzle had re- 


turned to South Arkansas by 
daylight and more rain and light 
snow flurries were forecast for 
the entire state today. 


A brief, light flurry of snow 


was reported Wednesday night 
at Walnut Ridge and State Po- 
lice reported patches of ice on 
the roads at Harrison and Jas- 
per. 


No roads were closed, how- 


ever. 


The forecast called for cloudy 


to partly cloudy through Friday 
with some scattered light snow 
and freezing drizzle tonight and 
again Friday morning; turning 
much colder tonight and Friday. 
High temperatures today were 
predicted in the 30s, lows tonight 
near 15 northwest to 32 south- 
east. 


Overnight lows dipped to 19 


at Fayetteville and readings in 
the low 20s were common in the 
northern section of the state.

Swallows 4 
Men, 3 Homes 
ST. JOACHIM DE TOUREL- 


LE, Que. (AP)—A huge earth 
movement 
Wednesday 
night 


swallowed up four brothers in a 
truck and three hillside homes, 
demolished a highway bridge 
and carried four other homes 


Except for the brothers, no 


other deaths were reported in 
the sudden earth shift in this 
small Gaspe Peninsula commu- 
nity 275 miles northeast of Que- 
bec. 
But the situation was so 


confused 
that 
officials 
said 


there may have been more fa- 
talities. 


A pit 150 feet deep and a half 


square mile in area was opened 
in the Tourelle Creek Valley 500 
to 1,000 feet above the Gaspe 
Highway. 


Quebec provincial police said 


a car also was swallowed up by 
the earth movement but that 
its occupants—a couple — were 
pulled out of the mud by rope. 


The truck carrying the broth- 


ers vanished. They were identi- 
fied as Johnny Therrien, 32; and 
his brothers, Raymond 28; Be- 
noit, 22, and Onesime, 20. 


Constable 
Martin Gauthier 


said fishermen in three boats 
rescued at least six persons 
from the houses swept into the 
river. No other occupants were 
believed lost. 


The disaster came at 5:30 


p.m. with a trembling of the 
earth. 


An 
elderly 
woman whose 


house was carried away said 
she barely had time to left up 
the telephone and ask the opera- 
tor to get help. Within moments 
water swirled up to her knees. 
She fled the dwelling just before 
it was swept away amid chunks 
of earth as big as the house. 


The giant earth movement 


also tore up a portion of a sec- 
ondary road on which the truck 
and car were traveling. The 
thick grey mud moved down 
the hillside into the bed of Tou- 
relle Creek and into the St. 
Lawrence River. 


On its way it knocked out the 


50-foot Gaspe Highway bridge 
that crosses the creek just be- 
fore it feeds into the St. Law- 
rence. 


It was a near-zero, stormy 


night and police had to use ski- 
equipped vehicles. 


A Red Cross volunteer from 


nearby Ste. Anne Des Monts de- 
scribed (he disaster scene: 


"There was a gap in the high- 


way. 
No one could get across. 


People were standing on both 
sides, scared and afraid. There 
were no light, no telephones, 
nothing. It was terrible, very, 
very cold and windy. 


"I spoke with the police and 


they put spotlights on two hous- 
es floating in the St. Lawrence 
River. Later, two more were 
carried down the creek into the j 
river."

seas to be closed or substantial- 
ly reduced. 


McNamara told a news con- 


ference, "I have every reason

The defense secretary said 


that, when the 33 bases are 
closed or reduced over a period 
of up to 3V4 years, he expects 
annual savings of $106 million. 


The move will cut off 8,600 ci- 


vilian jobs and result in a re- 
duction of about 7,800 military 
personnel, McNamara said. 


Every civilian employe whose 


job is eliminated will be of- 
fered another job opportunity, 
McNamara promised.

Kenya Gets 
Freedom 
From British

NAIROBI, Kenya (AP) 
— 


Nearly 100,000 Africans whis- 
tled, sand and cheered today 
as Kenya became Africa's 35th 
independent nation. 


But even as the shouts of 


"Uhuru" 
(Freedom) 
echoed 


through the streets of this for- 
mer" British colonial capital. 
Monumental problems confront- 
ed the new nation. It must con- 
quer frontier warfare, tribal ri- 
valries and economic 
difficul- 


ties. 


When the Union Jack was 


hauled down and Kenya's flag 
of black, red and green went up 
amid wild jubiliation at Nairo- 
bi's Freedom Stadium, Britain 
relinquished 
its last cqlonal 


holdng in East Africa. 


The Africans roared with de- 


light and Kenya's Prime Minis- 
ter Jomo. Kenyatta 
joyously 


waved his fly whisk — an Afri- 
can symbol of authority — at 
the midnight ceremony. 


The wives of white settlers 


wept and their husbands swal- 
lowed hard as they considered 
their future as a minority of 50,- 
000 in a nation of 8.5 million 
Africans. 


Forty-eight hours earlier, the 


spice island of Zanzibar, just to 
the south, received its indepen- 
dence in a similar 
ceremony 


ending 73 years of British pro- 
tection. Both countries will re- 
main in the British Common- 
wealth. 


Britain's Prince Philip repre- 


sented his wife, Queen Eliza- 
beth H, and both celebrations. 


Kenyatta, the l e g e n d a r y 


"burning spear" of the Mau 
Mau terror a decade ago, is no 
longer the firebrand who head- 
ed the African nationalist move- 
ment and spent eight years in 
British detention. Now 73, Ken- 
yatta has called on his nation to 
forgive and foreget the bitter- 
ness of the past as it wrestles 
with its problems. 


Kenyatta 
accepted 
f r o m 


Prince Philip the formal in- 
struments of independence en- 
acted by the British Parlia- 
ment. 


In the same ceremony, Ken- 


ya's governor, Malcolm Mac- 
Donald, became governor gen- 
eral — the representative of the 
British crown — and then swore 
in Kenyatta and his Cabinet. 


Kenyatat responded 
with a 


speech pledging his country not 
to align with any power bloc 
and saying he wanted no aid 
with strings attached. 
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the list of Army, Navy and Air 
Force bases due to be axed or 
reduced in scope.

Soys State

feels sure Arkansas colleges 
will have "several million dol- 
lars" available to match federal 
funds provided in a $1 billion 
aid bill passed by the Senate 
and sent to the White House 
Tuesday.

The 1963 legislature made sev-

tions should open the door to 
sharing in the federal bonanza.

ers of the presidency if the pres- 
ident and vice president died. 
They left it to Congress. 


Congress passed its first act 


in'this field in 1792. It put the 
Senate's president pro tempore 
arid the speaker of the House 
next in succession behind the 
vice president. 


It stayed that way undisturbed 


until President Garfield's as- 
sassination in 1881. At the time 
he was shot, it happened that 
the House had not chosen a 
speaker and the Senate had no 
president pro tempore. For five 
years there was discussion and 
debate. 


Then in 1886 Congress changed 


the- law, eliminating the two 
congressional officers and put- 
ting the president's Cabinet in 
line of succession, starting with 
the secretary of state. 


Another 59 years passed and 


in April 1945, President Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt died. Vice Pres- 
ident Harry S. Truman became 
president. If Truman had died 
then, under the 1886 law, his 
successor would have been Sec- 
retary of State Edward R. Stet- 
tinius Jr. 


On June 19, 1945, eight days 


before he accepted Stettinius'

elected every two years while 
senators face the voters only 


every six. Not everyone agreed 
with him. 


For instance: Edward S. Gor- 


win, the constitutional authori- 
ty, wrote: "The caliber of our 
speakers, in the main, has been 
somewhat below what the pres- 
idency requires and deserves. If 
speakers are compared with our 
secretaries of state, the result 
is decidedly in favor of the sec- 
retaries." 


There was some irony in what 


followed. Truman had made his 
request to a Congress run by his 
own Democrats. They ignored 
him. He didn't get action until 
the Republicans took control of 
Congress in 1947. 


They changed the law, mak- 


ing it a kind of combination of 
the 1886 and 1792 laws, for this 
was the result, still in effect: 


Next in line behind the vice 


president are the speaker of the 
House, the Senate's president 
pro tempore, and the Cabinet, 
starting with the secretary of 
state. 


This was doubly ironic, for 


when the Republicans passed 
this act, two Republicans were 
in line of succession to Demo- 
cratic Truman if he died, since 
there was no vice president 
then: Speaker of the House Jo- 
seph W. Martin, of Massachu- 
setts and Sen.

ed that Johnson accepted the 
recommendation of Secretary of 
Defense Robert S. McNama- 
ra who has exhibited grave 
doubts since last spring that 
the space glider project was 
worth what it would cost to com- 
plete it. 


According to current figures, 


Congress has appropriated $549 
million for the Dyna-Soar since 
1959.

Commodity futures are con'-' 


tracts for delivery of a speci- 
fied amount of a given grain, 
fiber, metal, or other goods,* at 
a fixed price at

date. Say, 60,000 pounds of soy- 
bean oil, for X-dollars next 
January. Actually, most con- 
tracts are settled without deliv- 
ering or receiving the physical 
commodity. The contracts, in 
short, are bought and sold like 
stock certificates, the differ- 
ence between the price 'speci- 
fied in the contract and the mar- 
ket price at the time the con- 
tract expires constitutes the pro- 
fit or loss. 


Those who first offer the con- 


tracts usually are the growers, 
dealers or producers of basic 
raw materials, who have the 
commodity on hand but want to 
hedge against the risk of sharp 
and unpredictable price move- 
ments. A sudden Soviet offer to 
buy wheat, for example, can 
overnight affect the going price 
For 
the grain — and

the weather conditions. 


The hedge works like this: To 


protect his holdings in soybeans, 
say, 
the dealer or processor
